.DBA ii MOTIIEU : — Tho mail leaves 


hero in 120 mioutis and i will not have 
» ^hanco to write agaia for throe 
months, so I will dispense with nil pre- 
liminaries to commence with ; this 
loaves me safe and sound so far. 


Wo have been on an expedition since 


the early part of May, and this is Iho 
time I have had to write. 
Wo found 


tho Indians in tho I5ig Jl'oro Valley, 
numbering 3,000 warriors, and Qencral 
Ouster was foolhardy enough to attack 
them with tho 7th cavalry alono, and 


tho whole regiment only numbered 
about 500 fighting men ; ho had the 
regiment divided 
and undertook to 


charge tho Indian village with 5 com- 
panies, leaving tho other 7 companies 
to fight the other side of the village. 


The Indians wore strong enough to 


keep ua off while they surrounded 
Cuator'i party, and killed all of them 
to a man. only ono o>an escaping, and 
he wus a half-brood scout. 
After they 


had finished Cuslor, tho whole tribe 
surrounded oar putty, commanded by 
Major Reno, of out regiment, and wo 
had to fight them Indian fuahioa, thoir 
victory over Castor making them more 
daring; all this timo wo wore ignorant 
of the fate of Ouster, and cut off from 
water for 36 hours, under a broiling 
sun ; but wo drovo thorn off finally. 
The Indians charged a dozen times 
wh'jn wo would moot them with a 
charge.
